EU eereas the moſt Excellent, High and Mighty Prince, King Lames, 


| 64 ofmoſt noble and bleſſed memozie, Our moſt deare and royall Father, 
5 out ol his pꝛintely and pꝛouident care of the ſafety and honour of His 

Kingdomes and people, and fo2 the continuance and maintaining of 
the Rauigation of this Realme, and to the intent that ſkilfutl Mart- 
ners, aud Dea-faring men might be alwates in readineſſe, to furniſh, as

did by Pzoclamation, dated the ſixth day of Auguſt, in the twentieth peere 
S N DV of Hts Baigne , ſtraitlp inhibite and fozbid, That no Mariner, oz 
>= £0 e SKSaa faring man, Ship wight, o2 Ship-carpenter whatſoeucr, becing 
His lubiect, thoutd, Wichont exp2cfſe licence of Hiinſelfe, oz Hts Admirall of England, enter oz at- 
fempt, o2 goe about to enter into the leruite of any fozratnePaince, o2 State, oꝛ be emploped out cf 
this Kealime, u any ſeruite whatſocuer , vnleſſe it were in the ſeruice of the laid late King, Pur 
moſt deare Father, oꝛ ofſonie of His liege lubiects: And did afterwards by a later Pꝛoclamation, 
dated the leuen and twentieth dap of February then following, further ſtraitip charge and com- 
mand, That no Mariner, oꝛ Sta faring man ſhould abſent, hide, oz withdzaw himſelfe from His 
late Maicſties ſeruite 02 pzeſts, and that ail ſuch perſons hauing pꝛeſt money giuen, oꝛ tendered 
vato them, (ſhould duetikullp, and reuerently recctue the lame, and repaire aboard the ſhips ap- 
pointed, and continue in that ſernice, as to the duty of good lubiects appertained, and not with⸗ 
dꝛawthemſelues, oꝛ Depart there from, without ipeciall licente: And did lately by another Pꝛo⸗ 
tlamation. bearing date the twentieth dap of this indant moneth of March, likewiſe ſtraitlp in⸗ 
hibite and foꝛbid. That no Owner oꝛ Maſter of any ſhip oz veſſell, noꝛ any other, ſetting foozth 
any veſſels of Trade, fiſhing, oꝛ otherwiſe, ſhonld hire, oꝛ entertaine any Mariner, oz Sea ⸗faring 
man, knowing him to haue offended againſt either of the ſaid Pꝛoclamations: and if ſich Owner, 
oꝛ other perſon. not knowingoftheſaid offences, ſhould Hire oꝛ entertaine anyſuch offender o2 of: 
fenders, did will and command, That fooꝛthwith, vpon notice of any the ſayd offences, they 
ſhy duld deliner ſuch offenders oner vnto the next 'Puſtice of Peace, Matioz, Bailiffe, Conſtable , oz 
other officer, to be tmv2tſoned, vntill the lapd offenders ſhould gine ſufficient bond and caution, fo: 
their foo:th-commeng and appearance, in ſuch Court, oꝛ place of Juſtice, vnto which it might ap- 
pertaine, to haue them pꝛoteeded againſt and puniſhed, acco2ding to their demerits, and withall, 
that the ſayd Maſters, Owners, and other perſons, ſhould fozbeare to pay tothe ſayd offenders 
any wages,

And did further thereby ſtraifly tharge and tommand allLieutenants,Deputy-Lieufenants,Ju- 
tices of Peace, Matoꝛs, Wapliffes, Conſtables, Cuſtomers, Comptrollers, ſearchers, and officers, al- 
well of the Admiralty, as of the Poꝛts, and alſo all and euery perſon and perſons, to whom any 
Conimillion, Deputation, oz Letters of Aſſiſtance ſhould be directed, foꝛ the pꝛeſting of Mariners, 
and Seafaring men foꝛ publique ſeruite, that they ſhould from time to time ble all poſſible diligence, 
and mdcauour, to appzchend, and cauſe to bee appzehended , aſwell all ſuch Mariners and Dea- 
faring men,offending,as afoꝛelaid, as alſo allſuch Owners, Yaſters,andothers,as ſhoutdentertame 
oꝛ hire them, oz pay them any wages, oz other wiſe helpe them to eſcape rhe hands of Juſtite; and 
ſuch as they ſhould appꝛehend, they ſhould, with Certificate of their names and offences, binde ouer 
to appeare betoꝛe the Commiſſioners of H1s Maieſties Mauie, in London, to be by them committed, 
and dcliueredouer to the o2dinary courſe of Juſtice.either in the Court of Starre-chamber, oꝛ of the 
Admiralcy,o2 other wile, as che quality of the offence ſhould require, with ſpeciallcharge and com⸗ 
mandement to all P:eſt maſters, and their Alliſtants, that they ſhould publiſh the names of all ſuch, 
as ſhould bee pꝛeſted by them in the Pozts where they ſhould be taken, as allo deliner a note of their 
names to the officcrsof the Poꝛte, and others who Were fitteſt to diſcouer them, if they ſhould faile 
inthe paving of their duties, As in and by the laid leuerall Pzoctamatcions moze at large aps 
peareth. 

Now we, haning taken the pꝛemiſſes into Our Pꝛintely conſideration,and aduiſed ſeriouſly there- 
of with Our Patuy Councell, finding how neceſſary it is.both foꝛ the ſafety and honour of this Hur 
Kingdomeand State, That all thc ſeuerall Pzoclamations befoꝛe mentioned ſhould bee put in due 
execution, foꝛ pꝛeuenting and ſuppzcſſing the mamfold abules, contempts, and neglects hereto*oze 
committed in ſernices of ſo weighty conlequence Doe Hercby ſtraitly charge and tom mand, that 
all the ſaid Pꝛoclamations, and euery bꝛanch and article therein conteined bee tontinued at all tunes 
hercafter , and de from time to time hereafter carefully oblerued, and put in exact execution as fully, 
and effectually, as the ſame ſhould, oꝛ might haue bene in the life time ok Our laid deare Father, vpon 
the paines and penalties ſpecified in the ſaid Pꝛotlamations, ard ſuch further puniſhments, as by 
Our TLawes oꝛ Pꝛerogatiue Nopall may be inflicted vpon the offenders: | 

Letting all Our louing Dubiects hereby know, That, as Our ſaid moſt deare and Royal Father, 
in the pabliſhing of the laſt of the laid Pꝛoclamations, had a gracious eye vnto the ſpectal leruite then 
intended, and to be now ſhoztly perfozmed ; So we reſt aſſured, that none of Our ſaid Subiects in 
the aduantement thereof (ſo much concerning the ſafety of Our Kingdomes and Our Imperiall 
Crowne and Dignity ) witbe wanting to doe their vttermoſt in making Us ſuch a ſupply, as may 
giue teſtimony of their extraoꝛdinarp care, faithfulnes, and dutifull affection towards Us, who had 
much rather hauecauſe to expꝛeſſe Our gracious acceptance thereof at their hands, then be enkoꝛted 

to any other tourſe, which the neceſſity and impoꝛtante of Our ſeruice will other wile require.
